This action followed 
the introduction of a resolution to print the 
society’s annual report as Congress does every 
year. 
A senator charged that the organization en­ 
joyed a tax-exempt status while engaged in 
political action. 
On the next day the President, Mrs. Robert 
V. H. Duncan, issued a news release which was 
subsequently inserted into the Congressional 
Record. It said:

or purposes. As 
I am glad and perfectly 
willing to answer bona fide questions concern­ 
ing this organization. 
“Further, any interested inquiry is welcome 
as it provides an opportunity to inform the 
'public at large the comprehensive NSDAR pro­ 
gram — in the fields of historic preserva­ 
tion, promotion of education and patriotic en­ 
deavor — which has been steadfastly and con­ 
scientiously 
maintained 
and supported for 
more than 72 
years. We are proud of this 
record and feel it speaks for itself. 
“So far as the term ‘politicking* is concerned, 
I am surprised at its use and am at something 
of a loss to know just what is meant, inasmuch 
as the National Society maintains no lobby at 
national, state, or local government levels, 
contributes to no political party or candidates 
in any way, initiates no legislation, and does 
not — as, do a number of organizations — even 
in its own internal setup have any legislative 
chairmen. Yes, the DAR, being interested in 
the preservation and maintenance of our con­ 
stitutional Republic, does urge its members as 
individual good American citizens to be in­ 
formed and to exercise the privilege of the 
franchise and vote, but how one votes is entire­ 
ly up to the individual.’* 
In discussing the “tax-free’’ inference, Mrs. 
Duncan cited several factors. She explained: 
“Aside from the fact that the DAR 
was not 
organized and has never been operated for 
profit, for the past 30 years its privately 
owned auditorium has been made available 
on an at-cost basis — when no other or 
similar facility* was available — for the further-

business taxes to the District of Columbia; 
last year these ran over $20,000. This year 
they will run more. 
“As respects patriotic endeavor, the taking 
of stands and passing of resolutions, the re­ 
cent newspaper-carried statement assigning 
political motivation to the activities of the 
NSDAR, on national and international problems, 
is misleading,’* Mrs. Duncan said. 
The DAR was founded in 1890 and five years 
later was chartered by the Congress of the 
United States for historic, educational, and 
patriotic purposes. 
“It always has been and remains today just 
such an organization,** the President declared. 
“The national society through the years has 
patriotically 
supported 
and encouraged ap­ 
preciation of our American heritage and way 
of life where lie the fundamental principles 
and ideals that have given this nation and its 
people the greatest freedom, most justice, and 
the highest standard of living known to man. 
“This has been the unwavering course of the 
NSDAR irrespective of changes in political 
administrations, whether in the executive or 
legislative branches of the federal government, 
or both. 
“The DAR acts independently and takes its 
stand alone, without affiliation or identity with 
fp y other organization. Further, whether one 
Agrees with DAR stands or not, it is note­ 
worthy that not once - never - in the course 
rf its existence has it ever passed a reso­ 
lution asking anything for itself - no special 
msideration, favor of any kind, grant or 
ludsidy.” 
i What has the DAR accomplished over the 
years? The record reveals that annual DAR 
Contributions to schools total approximately 
1200 ,000 a year, exclusive of the incalculable 
junount given to students through loans and 
fecholarships irrespective of race, color, or 
creed. DAR assistance in 1963 to American 
Indians is in excess of $34,000. The organiza­ 
tion owns and operates two schools in South 
Carolina and Alabama - investments of more 
than $2 million. 


t In addition, the DAR assists immigrants and 
fuituralized citizens. Over the years, it has 
provided free copies of its textbook of instruc­ 
tions to prepare new citizens for citizenship 
tests. To date, more than 9 million have been 
distributed free of charge. 
: The DAR has placed great emphasis on its 
work with youth. Its activities consist of nation­ 
wide programs promoting good citizenship, 
leadership, dependability, and service. 
¡The DAR has marked, restored and main- 
many 
landmarks of importance. It 
and gave to the Valley Forge 
the famous Memorial Bell Tower 
Bsontylvania at a cost of more than $400,000. 


At its national headquarters in Washington, 
the DAR maintains a genealogical and historic 
research library, and an American museum. 
Included in the long and impressive record 
of public service by the DAR is its Hospital 
Corps. Organized in April of 1898 to recruit 
nurses for service during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, it became the nucleus of the Army 
Nurse Corps. For those nurses whose ser­ 
vices were not long enough to quality for gov­ 
ernment pensions, the DAR provided pensions. 
During World War I, cash and gifts from DAR 
members totaled close to $4 million. In addi­ 
tion, they rendered aid to French war orphans 
and restored the water system in a French 
village. The DAR purchased more than $130 
million in war bonds. 
During World War II, the organization pur­ 
chased bonds in excess of $206 million; gave 
almost $1.3 million in projects and another 
$1.3 million to the American Red Cross. 
DAR aid to American Indians is coordinated 
through the American Indians Committee. More 
than $100,000 was given last year for scholar­ 
ships and clothing. 
One DAR committee promotes 
citizenship 
training and study of American Government 
and 
institutions. 
Through this committee, 
thousands of aliens receive help in preparing 
for naturalization examinations. In every state 
in the nation and in the District of Columbia, 
the DAR committee members give their time 
and means in teaching classes. The DAR be­ 
lieves that Americanism is best fostered by 
friendship between aliens and citizens and by 
inculcating the ideals of our country in the 
hearts and minds of those who have made this 
country 
their choice. DAR interest does not 
cease after their students become citizens. 
Members visit new citizens, take them to 
churches, libraries, historical places, and as­ 
sist them in registering and voting. 
In 1913, the DAR founded the Americaniza­ 
tion School in Washington, D. C. It is the 
only school of its kind in the United States, 
and by an act of Congress was incorporated 
into the District of Columbia school system 
in 1919. Approximately 1,500 students from 
80 nations attend. 
Of special significance is their Children of 
American Revolution Committee which has a 
membership of more than 18,000. Its pur­ 
pose is to secure perception and adoption of 
those principles and institutions for which 
their ancestors fought and died. 
Members of the Conservation Committee plant 
shrubs, trees, and flowers in public places. 
Its Good Citizens Committee presents a cer­ 
tificate and pin to the winner in each senior 
high school Good Citizen Contest, a $100 U.S. 
Saving Bond and pin to each State Good Citizen, 
and a $1,000 scholarship to the National DAR 
Good Citizen. 
We submit that a study of the activities of 
the DAR shows that the organization actively 
promotes Americanism and renders unselfish 
service to both young and old.

WELCOME COLD WATER 
Assistant Treasury Secre­ 
tary Stanley Surrey has ex­ 
pressed opposition to the cur- 


rently-popular Washington idea 
of Federal subsidies direct to 
the states for any and all pur­ 
poses. 
This proposition has been ad­ 
vanced on the basis that state 
and local government costs are 
advancing 
rapidly, 
and that 
Uncle Sam should help out by 
making payments direct to the 
states out of Federal revenues. 
Sometimes it is suggested that 
this happens when the budget 
shows a surplus again, if ever, 
and at other times it is suggest­ 
ed that the Treasury send money 
it will merely have to borrow. 
In any case, the enthusiasts for 
this plan emphasize that there 
would be "no strings," or any­ 
way, hardly any. 
Mr. Surrey’s is the first Ad­ 
ministration voice to be raised 
against this proposal, and we 
hope he will get backing. 
There is no limit to the money 
that 
government can spend, 
given the chance. The princi­ 
pal restraint on extravagance 
felt by state and local govern­ 
ments now arises from the 
fact that their taxpayers and 
their voters are mainly the 
same people and must pay for 
what they get. 
Once a politician sees the 
opportunity 
to spend money 
from other states on the cit­ 
izens of his own state, the temp­ 
tation will be irresistible — 
especially around election time. 
The absence of "strings" can­ 
not be taken seriously by any 
observer 
of the Washington 
scene. Hours after California 
voters adopted a provision en­ 
abling 
any property owner 
his property, the U. S. 
cut 
off aid to all California urban 
renewal projects. 
This sur­ 
prised no one, as the Govern­ 
ment insists on its own goals. 
The sensible approach is for 
the Federal Government to col­ 
lect no more than it needs, and 
to allow the states and cities 


to raise their own money. If 
Federal taxes go down, the 
states and cities will have a 
better opportunity to tax for 
their own needs.

Missionary Dr. PaulCarlson by 
Congolese rebels in Stanleyville 
was a tragic waste of life and 
talent. It may serve some use­ 
ful purpose, however, by re­ 
minding us that many more 
Americans like him are over­ 
seas, risking their health if 
not 
their lives, working long 
days under primitive conditions 
to help their fellow men. 
In the field of medicine alone, 
more than 2,000 U, S. doctors 
are serving in Africa, Asia and 
Latin America. Few of them 
achieve the fame of a Dr. Dool­ 
ey of Laos or Dr. Seagrave of 
Burma. 
Fortunately few of 
them meet the fate of a 
Dr. 
Carlson. 
Despite the hardships — an 
18-hour day or longer, lack 
of modern equipment, scarcity 
of medical supplies, the treat­ 
ment of diseases unknown in 
the United States — there has 
been a steady upsurge of in­ 
terest among doctors in serv­ 
ing overseas. 
The American 
Medical Association reports it 
has received nearly 1,000 quer­ 
ies 
from 
doctors 
in the 
past year. 
Hundreds of doctors are work­ 
ing with the 600 to 700 health 
projects and more than 
350 
hospitals sponsored by U, S. 
organizations in foreign lands. 
The AMA estimates that Prot­ 
estant denominations have about 
Others are with nonsectarian 
charitable organizations 
for 
varying periods of service. For 
example, CARE-MEDICO sends 
about 
150 volunteer doctors 
overseas every year; Project 
Hope uses 35 to 40 volunteers 
on two to three-month duty 
tours. 
About 200 other 
American 
physicians serve with 
U, S. 
government agencies such as 
the Agency for International De­ 
velopment (AID), the 
Peace 
Corps, the Public Health Ser­ 
vice and the National Institutes 
of Health. 
The AMA maintains a clearing 
house to process the growing 
number of requests from for­ 
eign countries for doctors. It 
also sends its publications free 
of charge to doctors overseas, 
maintains dues-free member­ 
ship for them and supplies in­ 
formation on the types 
of 
diseases and kinds of facili­ 
ties that may be encountered 
in individual countries. 
For 
missions 
perpetually 
scrounging for supplies, it pub­ 
lishes a directory listing more 
than 35 voluntary, nonprofit or­ 


ganizations which collect sur­ 
plus medical journals, text­ 
books, equipment, drugs and 
drug samples for shipment 
overseas.

repeated losses in 
armed conflicts, famines and 
blood purges, causing a total 
of many millions of deaths, the 
number under communist dom­ 
ination grows. Their leaders, 
although sometimes transient, 
steadfastly declare they will _ 
take over and rule the entire 
world. Many wonder how they 
hope to achieve their goals and - 
methods available to them are 
a worthy subject of study. Need­ 
less to say those who lead are 
able though not especially ver­ 
satile. 
Their chance of success is a 
matter of frequent discussion 
as it should be. The question 
arises as to the tactics the 
communists must pursue to 
take over all of the freedom lov­ 
ing people of the world, for it 
is well known that the majority 
do not desire to live under com­ 
munist control. 
When the changes the com­ 
munists must make to achieve 
a take-over are determined, it 
can be very helpful to those 
who will resist to know how 
they can become most effec­ 
tive in maintaining indepen­ 
dence.

WASHINGTON — Sen. Barry 
Goldwater 
has sent a sur­ 
prisingly friendly personal let­ 
ter to the man he so recently 
called 
"Yo-Yo McNamara" 
and bitterly blamed for "Mc­ 
Namara's War" in South Viet­ 
nam. 
In the letter, Goldwater differs 
with his fellow reservist sena­ 
tors who have been blasting 
McNamara, and supports him 
in closing down surplus mili­ 
tary bases and merging the 
Ready Reserve with the National 
Guard. 
"I find myself in agreement 
with you and I believe it only 
fair to tell you so," wrote 
Goldwater to the man he called 
"Yo-Yo." 
This is all the more astonish­ 
ing since Goldwater, a Major 
General in the Ready Reserve, 
formerly commanded the Elite, 
Reserve Air Force Squadron 
on Capitol Hill and led many of 
the 
overseas junkets 
Mc­ 
Namara is now stopping. 
Yet Goldwater is taking a dif­ 
ferent attitude than most other 
VIP Reservists who have been 
squawking about losing their 
military privileges. His let­ 
ter to McNamara, dictated four 
days before it was finally typed 
up, was mailed exactly as it 
came off Goldwater’s tongue, 
poor syntax and all. 
Both men have kept the ex­ 
change private but this column 
has managed to obtain a copy of 
the Goldwater letter. 
"I think your move relative 
to incorporating the Reserve 
and the Guard," dictated Gold­ 
water, "is a just one. In fact, 
I 
had a few harpoons thrown 
at me when I suggested the 
same thing a number of years 
ago. 
RESERVE ISN'T READY 
"I have been in the Reserve 
and National Guard at various 
times for the past 34 years, 
and I must say that of the two, 
with the exception of the Re­ 
serve Infantry Divisions now 
activated, the Guard training 


is by far superior. 
"For example, I belonged to 
a Reserve Infantry Regiment 
during the thirties, and when 
we were called up for physicals 
prior to 1940, only seven of us 
could pass, and during that en­ 
tire time to my memory, there 
was never a meeting of the 
organization called. 
"Any 
Reserve 
component, 
whether it be the National Guard 
or the Reserve, must exercise 
their 
muscles constantly in 
order to be ready, and the Na­ 
tional Guard does this, and in 
most cases, the Reserve is 
prevented from doing it by lack 
of equipment and actually lack 
of interest from the parent 
organization. 
"It has long been known that 
there have been bases in our 
inventory that are no longer 
needed, and I congratulate you 
on taking the steps that you did 
to close them, although I with­ 
hold my judgment on some of 
the SAC bases until we find 
out further down the line what 
our need will be in relation 
to the mix of bombers and 
missiles.

"For 
one thing, we may alienate some 
Republican Conservatives who 
favor Ford if Liberals work 
too openly for him." 
Conte also criticized press 
statements that Rep. 
J ohn 
Lindsay, R-N. Y., might 
be 
a candidate for Floor Leader, 
making it a three - cornered 
race. 
"Pll go along with that," re­ 
plied Lindsay. "I have never 
been a serious candidate any­ 
way. The important thing for 
us to remember is that the 
people want a change in the 
party leadership. 
The last 
election clearly demonstrated 
that we need a new image." 
Lindsay added that if Halleck 
remained 
Floor 
Leader, it 
would be much more difficult 
to supplant Dean Burch as GOP 
National Chairman. 
The GOP Liberals also agreed 
to 
support Rep. 
William S. 
Mailliard, R-Calif., a g a i n s t 
Rep. Mel Laird, R-Wis., to be 
Chairman of the House GOP 
Conference. Reps. Robert T. 
Stafford, R-Vt., or Charles 
Mathias, R-Md., were picked 
as alternates. 
"Laird 
tagged himself as a 
Goldwater man in the 
San 
Francisco Platform fight," de­ 
clared Conte. "We'll still have

toard and the Kids. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.: —Strong 
men, unafraid to die, fear to 
weep. But no self-discipline 
wipes away the tears of exiled 
Cuban fighters when they talk 
of Christmas at home and the 
youngsters left on the agonized 
island. 
It is a blacktoard with an even 
darker soul who now distributes 
toys 
at Christmas, 
say the 
exiles who slip in and out of 
their former homeland. Black- 
beard rations toys for even the 
smallest tot. And figs, and fruits 
and meats and polio and even 
tomatoes and lettuce and rad­ 
ishes for the Yuletide "feast" 
in the once gay land. 
Hunger is easy to take, but 
not the yearning of the chil­ 
dren. The youngsters all were 
promised toys by the Internal 
Trade 
Ministry. Its Deputy 
Minister 
for 
Manufactured 
Products Roberto Interian, re­ 
cently announced the opening of 
120 pilot stores throughout Cuba 
so parents could come and buy 
their Christmas gifts. But the 
stores were open only part of 
the evening and 
part of the 
morning. 
The stock in these official 
emporiums included gifts for 
the elders as well as the kids. 
The inventories were divided 
into three categories: Toys, 
rationed electric domestic arti­ 
cles, and articles of China and 
light hardware. 
But first, gift eligibility had to 
be established in Castro's new 
classless society. There were 
toys and toys. The desirable 
ones were rationed. Those went 
only to children under 13. All 
toys were separated into two 
groups. Those costing three 
pesos or less. And those costing 
more — which only the party 
elite could afford. 
Only imported toys costing 
less than 30 centavos went un­ 
rationed. By the hard rule of 
international exchange 30 cen­ 
tavos are but a few pennies, if 
that. 
There was also a category 
called nationally produced toys, 
much of which was rationed. 
Each child eligible to receive 
toys could be given one toy 
costing three pesos or more 
and two toys costing less than 
three pesos. 
Typical of the rationing was 
the rule that only one 24-inch 
bicycle could be purchased by 
one family, regardless of the 
number of children. 
To be eligible for anything 
more than the most lamentable 
plastics, the children had to be 
youngsters of families who have 


workers meeting the highspeed 
production quotas, or who are 
in the party hierarchy or who 
have turned in suspect neigh­ 
bors. 
The former system of num­ 
bers which provided "turns" 
at the counters was wiped out 
by edict. An official directive 
eliminated 
"lines" at store 
doors. There was no first come 
first served. Only those who 
serve the Communist state were 
eligible, no matter how many 
children they have. 
Blackbeard has been no kind­ 
er with the adults. The Internal 
Trade Ministry toasted that 
there would to ample electric 
domestic articles—irons, fans, 
beaters, radios, record play­ 
ers, stoves, pressure cookers 
and sewing machines. But the 
rush to buy them was stemmed 
by a decree which said that 
only those who had not pur­ 
chased one of these products 
last year could buy them this . 
year. 
However, there were available 
this year some things the Cu­ 
ban market did not have last 
year; 
chinaware, dinnersets, 
coffee sets, silverware, chil­ 
dren’s silverware, and kitchen­ 
ware sets of six pieces. Each 
family unit was permitted to 
buy "one each of all these arti­ 
cles." 
But there was no rush to buy. 
Of what use are these? There 
is little food for family dinners 
to to placed on such finery. A 
sewing machine, an electric 
iron 
or 
stove, 
yes. Empty 
plates, no. 
True that, beginning last Dec. 
15, 
certain foodstuffs were 
placed on sale. There was Span­ 
ish cider, and nougats, an ex­ 
tra half-pound of olive oil per 
person, an extra pound of rice 
per person, an extra pound of 
black beans per person unless 
one lives in central and middle 
Oriente province. Then one got 
red beans. 
For the holiday, families of 
two persons were permitted a 
quarter pound of Spanish nuts. 
Or there was available a half- 
pound of Argentine figs, and a 
quarter pound national or im­ 
ported 
cheese 
per person. 
There was wine from Algeria, 
Bulgaria and Spain. There also 
was a quota; one bottle for a 
family of two, two bottles for 
families of four and three bot­ 
tles for families of six and sev­ 
en. 
But, say the homesick exiles, 
what will even this meager wine 
wash down. There is virtually 
no meat or chicken. 
There is only hunger and the 
blackbeards.

All but about 30 ofthe700stu- 
dents had gone home for Christ­ 
mas. Some boys were playing

fire 
in a sec­ 
ond-floor classroom . Cause of 
the blaze was not determined. 


A fire wall helped firemen 
save one wing, formerly used as 
a chapel. 
The building was donated to 
the college by the late A .P.

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WASHINGTON, D. C. — Four 
out of ten eligible adults did 
not bother to vote for President 
last November and of those who 
did vote, 39 percent supported 
the loser. Nevertheless, every 
taxpayer will help pay for the 
inauguration of Lyndon B. John­ 
son on January 20. 
How much it will cost is im­ 
possible to assess but the bill 
must run into the millions. 
Countless Americans watching 
on television may be thrilled 
as they watch military units 
parade across their screen but 
their enthusiasm might be re­ 
duced if they knew how many 
of their tax dollars went into 
every footstep. 
Presidential inaugurations are 
a combination of a ceremonial 
event of historic importance and 
a Roman holiday unworthy of a 
modern nation. It is a wonder 
that taxpayers have not rebelled 
against footing the bill. It is 
also a wonder that tradition- 
breaker Lyndon Johnson has not 
done anything about it. 
For those who do not recall 
the quadrennial nonsense, here 
is what will happen on January 
20 — subject only to such 
changes as winter weather may 
necessitate. And what happened 
four years ago, due to a major 
snowfall on Inaugural Eve, is 
well remembered by a lot of 
people. 
(Your correspondent is one of 
those with unfond memories of 
the 1960 Inauguration. He spent 
an hour and a half trying to 
drive 10 blocks in the Inaugural 
Eve snowstorm, finally aban­ 
doned his car in a snowdrift, 
walked two blocks to his des­ 
tination, and spent the night on 
an office couch.) 
But it may not mow this time 
and whether it does or not, the 
President will journey up Pen­ 
nsylvania Avenue in his limou­ 
sine for a noon ceremony at 
the Capitol. Enroute he will be 
applauded by crowds four or 
five deep at the curbs, many of 
whom have been waiting since 
dawn to pay their homage. 
BLEACHER SEATS COST $15 
Hie more affluent on the cere­ 
monial route will have bleacher 
seats, costing up to $15. Since 
mid-December these bleachers 
have been sitting idle, waiting 
tor their single-day use. Of 
course, you and I paid for the 
labor to erect them and we will 
pay for their destruction after 
January 20. 
When the President gets to the 
Ctfttok there will be a con- 
Skmmsme delay while he shakes 
a zillion hands, but in due course 
he will be out in the weather 
again, on a specially - con­ 
structed platform on the East 
Front of the Capitol. A few 
thousand VIPs, in specially - 
constructed 
stands 
costing 
about $184,000, will be able to 
see Uni and the dignitaries 
with him, but those watching on 
TV will have the best view. 
After the President takes his 
oath, he will retire to the Capitol 
to 
get warm and to shake 
some hands he may have missed 
before. Probably he will tarry 
for lunch at the Capitol, with 
TV cameras also in attendance. 
Meanwhile the parade will be 
forming and the President will 
lead it. The return to the White 
House, a trip of about 20 blocks, 
will be accomplished at snail's 
pace. When he gets back home, 
LBJ will review the rest of the 
parade for hours on end. His 
vantage point will be a specially 
built pavillion on the White 
House lawn, featuring wall-to- 
wall carpeting, bullet - proof 
glass and ipfra-red heat.

The pavillion and accompany­ 
ing stands for cameramen and 
reporters will cost $246,000 
to build and remove. The stands 
along Pennsylvania Avenue will 
require 1.3 million board feet 
of lumber — enough to build 
30 three-bedroom houses. The 
lumber has been sold for sal­ 
vage in advance. 
The managers of this year’s 
Inauguration have taken an oath 
that the parade will not last 
half the night, as usual. They 
expect to have it over by day­ 
light’s end. Don’t bet on it, if 
you 
believe 
the 
past fore­ 
shadows the future. Some people 
put in a 16-hour day on the curb 
last time. 
Of course, the Inauguration it­ 
self is merely the culmination 
of festivities begun days ear­ 
lier. Hotels require four- day 
reservations, paid in advance 
and 
non - cancelable, and 
of course the best addresses 
have had no space for rent for 
many weeks. 
On Inaugural Eve, there will 
be balls in at least three lead­ 
ing hotels and one armory. All 
are official, and all will be 
visited by Johnson and Vice 
President - elect Hubert H. 
Humphrey. These affairs are 
supposed to pay for themselves 
through the tickets sold to the 
party faithful. There will be 
three bands at each ball, one 
a service unit supported by 
tax dollars. 
ACT IS OVERPLAYED 
An efficiency expert would say 
all this is extravagance, and he 
would be right. 
This nation 
should see that its President is 
properly Installed in office. But 
the act is overplayed now and 
has been for decades. One of 
these days a courageous Pres­ 
ident will do away with all the 
nonsense. 
He will go to the Capitol and 
take his oath of office in the 
House chamber, in front of 
members of Congress and the 
Supreme Court only. He will be 
inside, 
out 
of the 
winter 
weather. The nation can watch 
on TV and read about it in the 
press. The ceremonies won’t 
last over 30 minutes. 
There won’t be three days of 
partying before hand because 
the President won’t stand for it. 
There won’t be a Pennsylvania 
Avenue parade in the dead of 
winter. It won’t matter whether 
or not it snows or the tempera­ 
ture is sub-freezing. The Army, 
Navy, Marines and Coast Guard 
can go about their business in­ 
stead of parading. 
The Secret Service need only 
worry about a non-ceremonial 
trip by the President to and from 
the Capitol, without thousands 
of people lining the curbs. 
Countless hours 
spent safe­ 
guarding the hotels the Presi­ 
dent will visit on Inaugural Eve 
will 
be eliminated, because 
there will be no balls, no gala— 
nothing except a simple swear­ 
ing-in ceremony, best seen on 
video, 
in the newsreels, or 
read about in the press.

MILLIONS IN BONDS 


VOTED DURING 1964 
During the year just ended, 
over two dozen Missouri com­ 
munities voted on and approved 
revenue and/or general obliga­ 
tion bonds for industrial expan­ 
sion and development which 
reached into the $15 million 
range. 
And, incidentally, not one bond 
issue brought before the voters 
for these purposes, was de­ 
feated. 
Revenue bonds generally don’t 
require a tax increase and are 
relatively easy to get across 
while general obligation bonds, 
on the other hand, usually ne­ 
cessitate an increase in the 
local levy or a continuation at 
the present tax level. 
The largest bond issue passed 
during 1964 for industrial pur­ 
poses was a $5 million reven­ 
ue proposal to finance a plant 
for the Ruberoid Company at 
tiny Anapolis. In this election, 
not a single resident dissented. 
At Webb City, an issue for 
$325,000 in revenue bonds was 
approved for a lawnmower parts 
manufacturing company but the 
community has been unable to 
sell the bonds. 
Before industrial bonds can be 
placed before the voters, plans 
for the bonds’ use must be ap­ 
proved by the state Commerce 
and 
Industrial Development 
Commission. Most r e c e n t 
action of the commission was 
approval of a $150,000 revenue 
issue for Wheatland which prob­ 
ably will come up for a vote 


early in January. 
On the other side of the fence, 
local bond issues for sewer and 
wa t erwo rk s improvements 
didn’t fare so well during 1964. 
Of 27 bond issues brought up 
for a vote, 17 passed and 10 
were defeated. 
Total on the bonds approved 
was $10,238,000 while the de­ 
feated issues amounted to over 
$8 million. 
The largest issue approved 
in this area was a $4 million 
proposition at Kansas City.

end report on water needs in 
Missouri, has recommended 
that the 73rd General Assembly 
enact legislation establishing a 
state Water Development Fund 
of $500,000 annually.

Capricious Tides 


In Atmosphere 
Affect Weather 


MONTREAL, Quebec (AP)~ 
New evidence was reported to­ 
day that capricious tides in the 
atmosphere -- caused by the 
same moon 
and sun which 
produce oceanic tides -- may 
affect the world’s weather. 
A U. S. Weather Bureau scien­ 
tist who reported this indicated 
that whereas high tide at the 
beach is the best time for sea­ 
side fun, high tide in the wide 
blue yonder may be a good 
time to get out your umbrella. 
Meteorologist Glenn W. Brier 
told about it in a report to the 
131st meeting of the American 
Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Science. He amplified 
his report at a news conference 
and said an examination of U.S. 
weather records for more than 
60 years was involved. 
He and meteorologist Max A. 
Woodbury of New York Univer­ 
sity, who collaborated on some 
of the research, stressed that 
their concept — even if proved 
-- could not reliably forecast 
day - to -day rainfall. 
They voiced confidence, how­ 
ever, that their reasoning is 
sound and said the theory could 
offer a means of forecasting 
periods of exceptionally heavy 
rainfall, at least in the United 
States.

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Anorgani- 
zation peppered with former 
underworld figures and with a 
name coined by a be-fuddled 
dope addict has opened a Mid­ 
west headquarters in St. Louis 
and is attracting junkies with 
promises of help. 
“ We hope to take 1,000 nar­ 
cotics users out of theSt. Louis 
area alone before too long,” 
says Frank Lago, 34, a former 
dope user and procurer who is 
a zealous field worker for Syn- 
anon. The organization works at 
curing drug addicts much like 
Alcoholics Anonymous a i d s 
drinkers. 
“ I literally crawled toSynanon 
on my hands and knees, weep­ 
ing,” says Mrs. Connie Clark, 
27-year-old fashion model and 
off-Broadway 
actress. “ That 
was two and a half years ago. 
My arms were a mass of needle 
marks and I was covered with 
cigarette burns—-dirty and ill- 
kempt. I was a mess.” 
“ It’s something that works,” 
says Charles Dederich, 50- 
year-old founder of Synanon. 
“ We’ve got the largest number 
of abstaining dope addicts in 
the world.” 
“Synanon Houses” are lo­ 
cated in California, Nevada and 
Connecticut — near New York 
City. In these centers, drug ad­ 
dicts who have kicked their hab­ 
it through a sort of group ther­ 
apy aid others in doing so. 
The word “Synanon” means 
nothing; it was coined by a 
dazed drug addict. 
Although no Synanon House is 
planned immediately for St. 
Louis — the $200,000 yearly 
operating cost is prohibitive — 
the headquarters herewill shut­ 
tle Midwest addicts to other 
houses for treatment. 
“ We’ll be offering immediate 
help to junkies in the St. Louis 
area who want it, 
who served four 
Federal prisons on narcotics 
convictions. “We’ll see that 
they get to one of our houses.” 
St. Louis police files show 
about 700 heavy narcotics users 
in the area, and officers believe 
as many as 2,000 others are ad­ 
dicted to some degree. 
“ There are probably closer tb 
10,000 people in this part of the 
country on the stuff,” L a g o 
says. 
Drug addiction is far more dif* 
ficult to escape than alcohol­ 
ism, so the Synanon people 
live together while undergoing 
treatment. 
Dope is withdrawn immediate- 


” says Lago, 
terms in 


ly, there is no medical treat­ 
ment and the Synanon method 
has three stages. 
“ First,” says Lago, “aguyor 
gal really has to want to kick 
the habit. We make sure of that. 
Then we give them some Mickey 
Mouse job-like sweeping, mop­ 
ping or washing dishes. 
“ Pretty soon — usually after 
two, no more than four days— 
the user has gone through with­ 
drawal symptoms and begins to 
adjust to his 
surroundings. 
’Cold turkey’ withdrawal else­ 
where takes weeks. 
“ Later, the one-time addict 
gets a job on the outside but 
continue to live in our centers. 
We make certain they get no 
dope.” 
Tie final stage, Lago says, 
sends the narcotics user out 
into the world to cope with the 
problems that caused him to 
go on drugs. 
The addict initially is taken as 
far as possible from his former 
surroundings, mainly because 
he knows the easy way to get 
dope there. 
Synanon claims almost 50per 
cent success in its re-habilita- 
tion program. This compares 
with 3 per cent record at the 
Federal Hospital for Drug Ad­ 
dicts in Lexington, Ky. 
“ Lexington costs the govern- 
ment about $35 a day per per­ 
son,” says Stan Burney, Synan- 
on’s national director. “ The 
cost at Synanon houses is only 
$3 a day — less than one-tenth 
the government’s cost.” 
Synanon really works, says 
Mrs. Clark, who married an­ 
other addict in one of the organ­ 
ization’s West Coast houses. 
“ I believe Synanon has literal­ 
ly saved my life,” she says. 
“ I’d be dead by now, one way 
or the other, if I hadn’t gone 
there for help.” 
The group has a unit at the 
Nevada state penitentiary and 
Synanon people say this has 
been one of their most success­ 
ful experiments. 
“ We’d like to see the same 
thing started in other penitenti­ 
aries,” says Lago. 
Dederich started theorganiza- 
tion in 1958 at Santa Monica, 
Calif. 
“ I was an alcoholic, not a 
dope addict,” Dederich says. 
“ We feel a drug addict is a 
child and must learn to grow up. 
As lie grows up in Synanon, he 
is given 
more responsibili­ 
ties—and a new life.”

A new credit service to as­ 
sist low-income rural families 
was announced recently by the 
U. S. 
Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
USDA local offices across the 
country are now accepting ap­ 
plications for loans of up to 
$2500 to finance small family 
business, trades, and farming 
enterprises. 
Eligibility 
re­ 
quirements for persons seek­ 
ing these advances include an 
income that does not cover 
basic family necessities, and 
a reasonable promise of suc­ 
ceeding in the project to be fi­ 
nanced by the loan. 
The repayment period is up to 
15 years, with the interest rate 
pegged at a low four and one- 
eighth percent on the promis­ 
sory note securing the loan. 
Also available under the pro­ 
gram are loans for rural co­ 
operatives serving low-income 
families and providing services 
and 
facilities 
not otherwise 
available. 
Cooperative loans 
are expected to average about 
$25,000, and the borrowers may 
take up to 30 years for repay­ 
ment. 
The new loan service will be 
administered by the much-ex­ 
perienced Farmers Home Ad­ 
ministration, under authority 
delegated from the Office of 
Economic Opportunity, the co­ 
ordinating office of President 
Johnson’s War on Poverty. 
Three Missouri schools were 
included in a graduate space- 
training program for the 1965- 
66 academic year, recently an­ 
nounced by the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion. 
Missouri University at Colum­ 
bia and at Rolla, Washington 
University, and St. Louis Uni­ 
versity, both in St. Louis, were 
all named participants in this 
government effort to help meet 
the Nation’s future needs for 
highly trained scientists and 
engineers. 
Individual schools select the 
students to participate in the 
program. Each graduate stu­ 
dent chosen will receive 
a 
stipend of $2400 for 12 months 
of training, with additional al­ 
lowances for dependents.

AP Business Analyst Talks 
About Prospects for 1965 


NEW YORK (AP) — This 
year has been so good that fears 
are felt in many quarters that 
next year may seem like a let­ 
down because the public is in­ 
clined to expect too much of it. 
The federal administration 
reportedly 
is 
getting plans 
ready for any such slump in 
confidence — plans to stimulate 
the economy with more tax cuts 
or greater spending if the pace 
falters when compared to this 
year's fast growth. 
Almost all economists in and 
out of government agree, how­ 
ever, that the first few months 
of 1965 will be even more boun­ 
tiful than the final ones of 1964. 
They cite the special incidents 
that held back the economy in 
the autumn, particularly the 
auto strikes. And they cite spe­ 
cial 
reasons 
the first few 
months of 1965 will be more ac­ 
tive than they normally would 
— such as pent-up demand for 
.autos due to the short supply in 
the closing weeks of 1964, and 
fear that labor trouble in steel 
could cut off metal shipments in 
May. 
After that — there's the rub. 
And that's one reason econo­ 
mists are varying so widely just 
now 
in their predictions for 
1965 as a whole. 
Any letdown after these spe­ 
cial stimulants are withdrawn 
might make both businessmen 
and consumers nervous. If the 
fast growth rate of the economy 
in 1964 — now put at around 7 
per cent —slows down percepti­ 
bly in late spring, business 
could pull in its horns, consum­ 
ers might worry and postpone 
some purchases. 


There are other hazards that 
economists see ahead, without 
being sure that real cures are in 
sight. 
The labor force will grow rap­ 
idly next year. Much of the 
growth will be from youths un­ 
trained for the jobs mechanized 
industry 
offers. 
The 
great 
hopes now being expressed, that 
the economy will grow fast 
enough to absorb all the new­ 
comers seeking jobs, may be 
dashed. And the public is no­ 
torious for changing quickly 
from too much confidence to 
too much caution. 
Inflation isn't a problem now 
and seems unlikely to be in the 
months just ahead. But beyond 
that a number of economists are 
far from reassured. They cite 
the recent scattered rises in 
some 
basic materials. They 
note that the auto labor contract 
and the one the steelworkers 
are expected to seek could push 
production costs up faster than 
factory efficiency is increas­ 
ing. All this could lay the seeds 
for future inflation. 
Other economists, especially 
those employed by the banks 
and other financial institutions 
see as fir from allayed as yet 
the international financial prob­ 
lems which reached the crisis 
stage in November when the 
British pound was tottering. 
Measures that may still have to 
be taken to get the pound lack 
on a sound basis, and to keep 
the dollar from catching the 
infection, are still uncertain. 
And drastic measures could up­ 
set the American economy as 
well as that of other non-Com- 
munist nations. 
Proposed 750-Passenger Jet 


Would Revolutionize Travel 


NEW YORK (AP) — A 750- 
passenger commercial jetliner, 
if an economic version ever ap­ 
pears, would revolutionize to­ 
day's scheduled airline opera­ 
tions. 
However, its debut is unlikely 
before the mid-1970s. Its most 
exciting possibility then: sharp 
fare cuts for long-hop travel, 
great y 
stimulating coast-to- 
coast and overseas passenger 
traffic. 
That, in a nutshell, was first 
airline reaction to a prospect 
raised by government plans to 
pour $750 million into develop­ 
ing a giant military-equipment 
and troop carrier with 250,000 
pounds of pay lift. 
A regular transatlantic jet 
handles 45 tons of cargo on a 
standard flight, or 120 passen­ 
gers. Economy flights can take 
as many as 170 passengers. 
Hie government's announce­ 
ment Tuesday stirred specula­ 
tion of a commercial sequel, 
even though Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara said there 
were no thoughts along that 
line. 
Major airlines sidestepped on- 
the-record 
comment 
beyond 
general 
expressions of 
in­ 
terest, citing the many "ifs” 
involved on operating costs and 
purchase price. 
Selig Altschul, an aviation 
financial consultant, said if a 
commercial 
version met se­ 
vere 
demands 
of economic 
operation, it probably would 
open the way for sizable fare 
cuts and result in a "great 
stimulation" of travel, chief­ 
ly to Europe. 
"But there would be offsets to 
economies of size, he added. 
"Great improvements would be 
required by such a huge plane 
in ground handling facilities. 
He 
mentioned 
extremely 
heavy demands on facilities for 
food service, baggage handling, 
sanitation, boarding and ticket­ 
ing that today's airports are not 
equipped to cope with. 
"How do you go about feeding 
a mob like that?" said a repre­ 
sentative 
of 
Pan American 
World Airways. 
An American Airlines official, 
asked about the attractiveness 
of a 750-ton behemoth in New 
York-Los Angeles service, ob­ 
served that three airlines flying 
the route now carry roughly 1,- 
500 persons each way spread 


among two dozen flights. 
"You might say that would be 
two loads each way. What kind 
of frequency of service would 
this allow?" he asked. "C e r­ 
tainly 
not what today’s 
air 
traveler has come to demand."

House Un-American Activities 
Committee was based on a law 
passed in 1857. It was aimed 
at forcing several House mem­ 
b ers accused of bribery to ap­ 
pear before a special investi­ 
gating com mittee. 
The congressm en in 1857 had 
refused 
to 
testify, and col­ 
leagues wanted to a ir the scan­ 
dal to protect the integrity of 
the Congress. However, the 108- 
year-old 
statute 
has always 
been controversial and slightly 
suspect. 
Possibly it is even 
more so as it applies now to 
M rs. Dagmar Wilson and M rs. 
Donna Allen, the “ Peace” lead­ 
e rs who offered to testify at 
public 
hearings 
but claim ed 
they would be put under an 
unfair onus of guilt by a secret 
hearing. 
Hostile 
committee 
m em bers, they argued, could 
give the press a one-sided ver­ 
sion of their testim ony. 
Nonetheless, 
Speaker John 
McCormack felt that he was 
compelled to certify the con­ 
tempt citation against M rs. Wil­ 
son and M rs. Allen to a Grand 
Jury 
after the 
citation 
was 
signed by a m ajority of mem­ 
bers of the Un-American Ac­ 
tivities Committee, including 
Chairman Edwin E. W illis, of 
Louisiana. 
During the 1857 Senate de­ 
la te on the law, Sen. John P. 
Hale of New Hampshire charged 
that it overrode the Constitu­ 
tion and conflicted with the 
Fifth Amendment. Later, in the 
Frankfeld Case the Supreme 
Court chided Congress for leav­ 
ing the Speaker or the P resi­ 
dent of the Senate no discre­ 
tion in moving for Grand Jury' 
action against balky witnesses 
before a com mittee. 
In a legal brief on the Wil­ 
son-Alien Case, Mark Talis­ 
man, aide to Rep. Charles Van­ 
ik, D-Ohio, also stresses that 
the two women were “ willing 
to testify before an open com­ 
mittee and the p ress which goes 
to the point that they . . . are 
unwilling to have them selves 
disgraced because of the cur­ 
rent cloud of disgrace placed

At a two day meeting inWash- 
ington, D. C. early in Decem­ 
ber, the Advisory Committee on 
Cotton considered the present 
cotton situation, the effective­ 
ness of the 2-year cotton pro­ 
gram enacted by Congress in 
A p ril, 1964, and the need for 
additional 
cotton legislation 
when this program ends Ju ly 
31, 1966. 
After hearing various situa­ 
tion reports, 
the 
Committee 
agreed that the overall cot­ 
ton situation has improved un­ 
der the new legislation. The 
supply 
of 
cotton 
still sub­ 
stantially exceeds needs, due 
principally to (1) record-high 
yields per acre this year re ­ 
sulting in an unexpectedly large 
crop, and (2) outlook for ex­ 
ports somewhat less than last 
year. The domestic allotment 
program did not curtail pro­ 
duction enough, mainly due to 
the late date of enactment of 
the law, the Committee said. 
A substantial m ajority of the 
Committee believes the 2-year 
program, perhaps with some 
modifications, 
should be ex­ 
tended by the Congress for ad­ 
ditional years. The large sup­ 
ply of cotton now on hand was 
recognized as the No. 1 cotton 
problem, 
and 
d i s c u s s i o n 
centered on 
various 
actions 
which might be taken, such as 
(1) stepping up domestic con­ 
sumption and exports of cotton, 
and (2) ways to encourage wide 
participation 
in the domestic 
allotment 
program. 
O t h e r 
items were considered by the 
Committee, 
including 
th e 
price - support level for the 
1965 crop. 
Domestic consumption of cot­ 
ton is estimated to be at least 
1 million bales higher than in 
1963-64 under provisions of 
the 2- year cotton legislation 
which 
make 
cotton available 
to U.S. textile m ills at prices 
no higher than those at which 
cotton is available for export 
to foreign markets. 
Demand 
for cotton goods has been ex­ 
trem ely 
strong 
in 
recent 
months. Reductions ii< thei-ii < 
.f cotton items 
to consumers 
are in evidence and this trend 
is expected to become wide­ 
spread in the months ahead, 
according to the 
committee.

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John D. Rockefeller,J r., had 
Estate of $149 Million 


NEW YORK (AP) — The late 
John D. Rockefeller J r., whose 
life was largely devoted to phi­ 
lanthropy, left a net estate offi­ 
cially appraised Thursday at 
$149,096,455. 
Rockefeller, who was 86 when 
he died in Tucson, Ariz., on 
May 11, 1960, made a will in 
1958 and subsequently made 
three additions or changes. 
The State T ransfer Tax De­ 
partment disclosed Rockefeller 
had gross assets of $160,598,- 
584. 
The bulk of the fortune was in 
securities valued at more than 
$151 million. Real estate hold­ 
ings were worth $750,000. 
His widow, Martha 
Baird 
Rockefeller of New York inher­ 
its an income for life from a 
trust fund of about half the es­ 
tate. She was his second wife, 
having m arried him in 1951. 
Rockefeller's first wife, 
the 
former Abby Greene Aldrich 
and mother of his six children 
died in 1948. 


After the trust fund for his 
wife, Rockefeller h it the bulk 
of the rest of his estate oi 
alK>ut $75 million to the Rocke­ 
feller B rothers Fund, Inc., for 
charity purposes. 


Personal property was left to 
his five sons and a daughter. 
They are John D. 3rd, New 
Y ork's Gov. Nelson A., Lau- 
rance S., Winthrop R., David R. 
and Abby Rockefeller Mau/.e. 
E arlier, their father had es­ 
tablished trusts of alxmt $200 
million for them. 


Rockefeller’s many activities 
during

lifetime included 
Rockefeller Center, develop­ 
ment ol Fort Tryon Park and 
the C loisters in New York, con­ 
tributing the site for the United 
Nations and the restoration of 
W illiamsburg,

Under term s ot the will, the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art 
received a collection of works

Rusk and Presidential 
Assistant McGeorge Bundy to 
review world developments. 
The three also were to discuss 
the State Department's budget 
for the next fiscal year and go 
over personnel matters. 
George McGhee, UjS. ambas­ 
sador to Bonn, who is home for 
consultation, will fly to the 
ranch Wednesday to review de­ 
velopments in West Germany. 
Johnson's statement that he 
would review with Rusk and 
Bundy “ ambassadors through­ 
out the world'' appeared to be in 
line with reports he plans shifts 
in 15 to 20ambassadorships. 
Official sources in Washington 
denied that McGhee or David K. 
E. Bruce, am tessador to Lon­ 
don, would be involved in the 
shifts. 
The shifting is expected to 
start in January with the nam­ 
ing of seven ambassadors anda 
minister to vacant posts. 
Johnson is still working on his 
State of the Union message. He 
discussed it by phone Monday 
with Rusk, Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara and oth­ 
ers. 
Johnson told newsmen at an 
informal session on the front 
lawn of the LBJ Ranch Monday 
that next Monday's State of the 
Union message will be brief and 
will emphasize recommenda­ 
tions he would like to see con­ 
sidered promptly. 
He 
displayed 
three 
thick 
loose-leaf notebooks which he 
said 
contained 
suggestions 
some 50 agencies would like 
him to consider before writing 
his message. 
Johnson said parts of the ad­ 
m inistration's program notout- 
lined in the message “ will be 
dealt with during the next four 
years in a series of messages 
from time to time, and they will 
be timed, based upon when Con­ 
gress is ready to receive them 
and when the committees can 
act upon them and when the 
administration has completed 
its studies in the respective 
fields." 
The State of the Union mes­ 
sage will be delivered to a joint 
session of Congress and the 
American public at 9 p.m. on 
the opening day of the new Con­ 
gress. 
Johnson told newsmen he had 
picked a new commissioner of 
Internal Revenue and filled two 
other major posts. 
Sheldon B. Cohen, 37, chief 
counsel of the Internal Revenue 
Service, will become commis­ 
sioner. 
Dr. Frederick Lewis Dealing, 
52, president of the Federal Re­ 
serve Bank in Minneapolis, will 
become undersecretary of the 
Treasury for monetary affairs. 
Mitchell Rogovin, 34, assistant 
to the commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, will succeed Cohen 
as chief counsel. 
Cohen will succeed Bertrand 
Harding as head of the IRS. 
Harding 
was 
named acting 
commissioner last July 10 to

I have been out 
of service 18 months and have 
gone up to $600 per month. 
They need young officers and 
you should be a captain by the 
time you are 28.” 
Cadet Mike Henzi of the Naval 
Academy said, “ the Navy needs 
officers, but they must l>eROod, 
and the time is devoted 
to 
make a man out of you. It’s a 
rough life and not much money, 
and above all, you’ll lose your 
girl friend, because you must 
forsake all for your duties. 
“ I 
am majoring in 
math­ 
ematics, and will be going to 
the submarines soon. After a 
few years in the academy you 
will be able to hold conversation 
with 
anyone 
who has

through college. You will take 
several trips to the Mediter- 
rean, as well as Europe, and 
spend much time at the training 
base in Jacksonville, Fla.

He succeeds Chris­ 
tian Democrat Antonio Segni,

resigned because of ill­ 
ness. 
The 13 bitter days of balloting 
left Christian Democratic Pre­ 
m ier Aldo Moro’s center-left 
government ridden by rivalry 
and in danger 
of collapse. 
Moro’s Christian Democratic 
party was badly split. 
Although 
Saragat 
is pro- 
NATO and anti-Communist, the 
Communists’ 253 
votes were 
the decisive factor. They gave 
him a total of 646, well beyond 
the 482 necessary. 
President Johnson cabled con­ 
gratulations to Saragat, but un­ 
official reaction at the State De­ 
partment was tinged with res­ 
ervations. 
The Italian president is large­ 
ly a figurehead, but in times of 
government crisis he names the 
new prem ier and be can dis­ 
solve Parliament.

PRINTING OF DAR REPORT CAUSED A FUROR 
Earlier this year, the DAR was criticized in 
the United States Senate. This action followed 
the introduction of a resolution to print the 
society's annual report as Congress does every 
year. 
A senator charged that the organization en­ 
joyed a tax-exempt status while engaged in 
political action. 
On the next day the President, Mrs. Robert 
V. H. Duncan, issued a news release which was 
subsequently inserted into the Congressional 
Record. It said: 
“ There is nothing 
secret about the National 
Society, Daughters of the American Revolu­ 
tion, its policies, actions or purposes. As 
President General, I am glad and perfectly 
willing to answer bona fide questions concern­ 
ing this organization. 
“ Further, any interested inquiry is welcome 
as it provides an opportunity to inform the 
public at large the comprehensive NSDAR pro­ 
gram — in the fields of historic preserva­ 
tion, promotion of education and patriotic en­ 
deavor — which has been steadfastly and con­ 
scientiously 
maintained 
and 
supported for 
more than 72 years. We are proud of this 
record and feel it speaks for itself. 
“ So far as the term ‘politicking' is concerned, 
I am surprised at its use and am at something 
of a loss to know just what is meant, inasmuch 
as the National Society maintains no lobby at 
national, state, or local government levels, 
contributes to no political party or candidates 
in any way, initiates no legislation, and does 
not — as do a number of organizations — even 
in its own internal setup have any legislative 
chairmen. Yes, the DAR, being interested in 
the preservation and maintenance of our con­ 
stitutional Republic, does urge its members as 
individual good American citizens to be in­ 
formed and to exercise the privilege of the 
franchise and vote, but how one votes is entire­ 
ly up to the individual." 
In discussing the “ tax-free" inference, Mrs. 
Duncan cited several factors. She explained: 
“ Aside from the fact that the DAR was not 
organized and has never been operated for 
profit, for the past 30 years its privately 
owned auditorium has been made available 
on an at-cost basis — when no other or 
liiaUar facility was available —for the further- 
cultural - and educational pursuits in 
ration's Capital. On this the NSDAR pays 
business taxes to the District of Columbia; 
last year these ran over $20,000. This year 
they will run more. 
“As respects patriotic endeavor, the taking 
of stands and passing of resolutions, the re­ 
cent newspaper-carried statement assigning 
political motivation to the activities of the 
NSDAR, on national and international problems, 
is misleading," Mrs. Duncan said. 
The DAR was founded in 1890 and five years 
later was chartered by the Congress of the 
United States for historic, educational, and 
patriotic purposes. 
“ It always has been and remains today just 
such an organization," the President declared. 
“ The national society through the years has 
patriotically 
supported 
and encouraged ap­ 
preciation of our American heritage and way 
of life where lie the fundamental principles 
and ideals that have given this nation and its 
people the greatest freedom, most justice, and 
the highest standard of living known to man. 
“ This has been the unwavering course of the 
NSDAR irrespective of changes in political 
administrations, whether in the executive or 
legislative branches of the federal government, 
or both. 
“The DAR acts independently and takes its 
stand alone, without affiliation or identity with 
jaiy other organization. Further, whether one 
agrees with DAR stands or not, it is note­ 
worthy that not once - never - in the course 
bf its existence has it ever passed a reso­ 
lution asking anything for itself - no special 
Consideration, favor of any kind, grant or 
pudsidy." 


j What has the DAR accomplished over the 
years? The record reveals that annual DAR 
Contributions to schools total approximately 
$200 ,000 a year, exclusive of the incalculable 
amount given to students through loans and 
$cholarships irrespective of race, color, or 
creed. DAR assistance in 1963 to American 
Indians is in excess of $34,000. The organiza­ 
tion owns and operates two schools in South 
Carolina and Alabama - investments of more 
than $2 million. 
! 
j In addition, the DAR assists immigrants and 
Naturalized citizens. Over the years, it has 
provided free copies of its textbook of instruc­ 
tions to prepare new citizens for citizenship 
tests. To date, more than 9 million have been 
distributed free of charge. 
•The DAR has placed great emphasis on its 
work with youth. Its activities consist of nation­ 
wide programs promoting good citizenship, 
leadership, dependability, and service. 
| The DAR has marked, restored and main­ 
tained many 
landmarks of importance. It 
constructed and gave to the Valley Forge 
Foundation the famous Memorial Bell Tower 
fpi Pennsylvania at a cost of more than $400,000. 


At its national headquarters in Washington, 
the DAR maintains a genealogical and historic 
research library, and an American museum. 
Included in the long and impressive record 
of public service by the DAR is its Hospital 
Corps. Organized in April of 1898 to recruit 
nurses for service during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, it became the nucleus of the Army 
Nurse Corps. For those nurses whose ser­ 
vices were not long enough to quality for gov­ 
ernment pensions, the DAR provided pensions. 
During World War I, cash and gifts from DAR 
members totaled close to $4 million. In addi­ 
tion, they rendered aid to French war orphans 
and restored the water system in a French 
village. The DAR purchased more than $130 
million in war bonds. 
During World War II, the organization pur­ 
chased bonds in excess of $206 million; gave 
almost $1.3 million in projects and another 
$1.3 million to the American Red Cross. 
DAR aid to American Indians is coordinated 
through the American Indians Committee. More 
than $100,000 was given last year for scholar­ 
ships and clothing. 
One DAR committee promotes 
citizenship 
training and study of American Government 
and 
institutions. 
Through this committee, 
thousands of aliens receive help in preparing 
for naturalization examinations. In every state 
in the nation and in the District of Columbia, 
the DAR committee members give their time 
and means in teaching classes. The DAR be­ 
lieves that Americanism is best fostered by 
friendship between aliens and citizens and by 
inculcating the ideals of our country in the 
hearts and minds of those who have made this 
country 
their choice. DAR interest does not 
cease after their students become citizens. 
Members visit new citizens, take them to 
churches, libraries, historical places, and as­ 
sist them in registering and voting. 
In 1913, the DAR founded the Americaniza­ 
tion School in Washington, D. C. It is the 
only school of its kind in the United States, 
and by an act of Congress was incorporated 
into the District of Columbia school system 
in 1919. Approximately 1,500 students from 
80 nations attend. 
Of special significance is their Children of 
American Revolution Committee which has a 
membership of more than 18,000. Its pur­ 
pose is to secure perception and adoption of 
those principles and institutions for which 
their ancestors fought and died. 
Members of the Conservation Committee plant 
shrubs, trees, and flowers in public places. 
Its Good Citizens Committee presents a cer­ 
tificate and pin to the winner in each senior 
high school Good Citizen Contest, a $100 U.S. 
Saving Bond and pin to each State Good Citizen, 
and a $1,000 scholarship to the National DAR 
Good Citizen. 
We submit that a study of the activities of 
the DAR shows that the organization actively 
promotes Americanism and renders unselfish 
service to both young and old.

In the field of medicine alone, 
more than 2,000 U. S. doctors 
are serving in Africa, Asia and 
Latin America. 
Few of them

Fortunately few of 
them meet the fate of a 
Dr. 
Carlson. 
Despite the hardships — an 
18-hour day or longer, lack 
of modern equipment, scarcity 
of medical supplies, the treat­ 
ment of diseases unknown 
in 
the United States — there has 
been a steady upsurge of in­ 
terest among doctors in serv­ 
ing overseas. 
The American 
Medical Association reports it 
has received nearly 1,000 quer­ 
ies 
from 
doctors 
in

past year. 
Hundreds of doctors are work­ 
ing with the 600 to 700 health 
projects and more than 
350 
hospitals sponsored by U. S. 
organizations in foreign lands. 
The AMA estim ates that Prot­

varying periods of service. For 
example, CARE-MEDICOsends

repeated losses 
in 
armed conflicts, famines and 
blood purges, causing a total 
of many millions of deaths, the 
number under communist dom­ 
ination grows. Their leaders, 
although sometimes transient, 
steadfastly declare they will 
take over and rule the entire 
world. Many wonder how they 
hope to achieve their goals and . 
methods available to them are 
a worthy subject of study. Need­ 
less to say those who lead are 
able though not especially ver­ 
satile. 
Their chance of success is a 
matter of frequent discussion 
as it should be. The question 
arises as to the tactics the 
communists m u s t pursue to 
take over all of the freedom lov­ 
ing people of the world, for it 
is well known that the majority 
do not desire to live under com­ 
munist control. 
When the changes the com­ 
munists must make to achieve 
a take-over are determined, it 
can be very helpful to those 
who will resist to know how 
they can become most effec­ 
tive in maintaining indepen­ 
dence.

“ I have been in the Reserve 
and National Guard at various 
tim es for the past 34 years, 
and I must say that of the two, 
with the exception of the Re­ 
serve Infantry Divisions now 
activated, the Guard training 


is by far superior. 
“ For example, I belonged to 
a Reserve Infantry Regiment 
during the thirties, and when 
we were called up for physicals 
prior to 1940, only seven of us 
could pass, and during that en­ 
tire time to my memory, there 
was never a meeting of the 
organization called. 
“ Any 
Reserve 
component, 
whether it be the National Guard 
or the Reserve, must exercise 
their 
muscles 
constantly in

Cuba’s 
Christmas; 
Black- 
’.>eard and the Kids. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.: —Strong 
men, unafraid to die, fear to 
weep. But no self-discipline 
wipes away the tears of exiled 
Cuban fighters when they talk 
of Christmas at home and the 
youngsters left on the agonized 
island. 
It is a blacki>eard with an even 
darker soul who now distributes 
toys 
at Christmas, 
say 
the 
exiles who slip in and out of 
their former homeland. Black­ 
board rations toys for even the 
smallest tot. And figs, and fruits 
and meats and polio and even 
tomatoes and lettuce and rad­ 
ishes for the Yuletide “ feast” 
in the once gay land. 
Hunger is easy to take, but 
not the yearning of the chil­ 
dren. The youngsters all were 
promised toys by the Internal 
Trade 
Ministry. 
Its 
Deputy 
Minister 
for 
Manufactured 
Products Roberto Interian, re­ 
cently announced the opening of 
120 pilot stores throughout Cuba 
so parents could come and buy 
their Christmas gifts. But the 
stores were open only part of 
the evening and 
part of the 
morning. 
The stock in these official 
emporiums included gifts for 
the elders as well as the kids. 
The inventories were divided 
into three categories; Toys, 
rationed electric domestic arti­ 
cles, and articles of China and 
light hardware. 
But first, gift eligibility had to 
lie established in Castro’s new 
classless society. There were 
toys and toys. The desirable 
ones were rationed. Those went 
only to children under 13. All 
toys were separated into two 
groups. 
Those costing 
three 
pesos or less. And those costing 
more — which only the party 
elite could afford. 
Only imported toys costing 
less than 30 centavos went un­ 
rationed. By the hard rule of 
international exchange 30 cen­ 
tavos are out a few pennies, if 
that. 
There was also a category 
called nationally produced toys, 
much of which was rationed. 
Each child eligible to receive 
toys could be given one toy 
costing three pesos or more 
and two toys costing less than 
three pesos. 
Typical of the rationing was 
the rule that only one 24-inch 
bicycle could be purchased by 
one family, regardless of the 
number of children. 
To be eligible for anything 
more than the most lamentable 
plastics, the children had to be 
youngsters of families who have 


workers meeting the highspeed 
production quotas, or who are 
in the party hierarchy or who 
have turned in suspect neigh­ 
bors. 
The former system of num­ 
bers which provided “ turns” 
at the counters was wiped out 
by edict. An official directive 
eliminated 
“ lines” 
at store 
doors. There was no first come 
first served. Only those who 
serve the Communist state were 
eligible, no matter how many 
children they have. 
Blackbeard has l)een no kind­ 
er with the adults. The Internal 
Trade Ministry boasted that 
there would be ample electric 
domestic articles—irons, fans, 
beaters, radios, record play­ 
ers, stoves, pressure cookers 
and sewing machines. But the 
rush to buy them was stemmed 
by a decree which said that 
only those who had not pur­ 
chased one of these products 
last year could buy them this 
year. 
However, there were available 
this year some things the Cu­ 
ban market did not have last 
year; 
chinaware, dinnersets, 
coffee sets, silverware, chil­ 
dren’s silverware, and kitchen­ 
ware sets of six pieces. Each 
family unit was permitted to 
buy “ one each of all these arti­ 
cles.” 
But there was no rush to buy. 
Of what use are these? There 
is little food for family dinners 
to be placed on such finery. A 
sewing machine, an electric 
iron 
or 
stove, 
yes. Empty 
plates, no. 
True that, beginning last Dec. 
15, 
certain foodstuffs were 
placed on sale. There was Span­ 
ish cider, and nougats, an ex­ 
tra half-pound of olive oil per 
person, an extra pound of rice 
per person, an extra pound of 
black beans per person unless 
one lives in central and middle 
Oriente province. Then one got 
red beans. 
For the holiday, families of 
two persons were permitted a 
quarter pound of Spanish nuts. 
Or there was available a half- 
pound of Argentine figs, and a 
quarter pound national or im­ 
ported 
cheese 
per person. 
There was wine from Algeria, 
Bulgaria and Spain. There also 
was a quota; one bottle for a 
family of two, two bottles for 
families of four and three bot­ 
tles for families of six and sev­ 
en. 
But, say the homesick exiles, 
what will even this meager wine 
wash down. There is virtually 
no meat or chicken. 
There is only hunger and the 
blackbeards.

PRINTING OF DAR REPORT CAUSED A FUROR 
Earlier this year, the DAR was criticized in 
the United States Senate. This action followed 
the introduction of a resolution to print the 
Society’s annual report as Congress does every 
year. 
A senator charged that the organization en­ 
joyed a tax-exempt status while engaged in 
political action. 
On the next day the President, Mrs. Robert 
V. H. Duncan, issued a news release which was 
subsequently inserted into the Congressional 
Record. It said: 
“ There is nothing 
secret about the National 
Society, Daughters of the American Revolu­ 
tion, its policies, actions or purposes. As 
President General, I am glad and perfectly 
willing to answer bona fide questions concern­ 
ing this organization. 
“ Further, any interested inquiry is welcome 
as it provides an opportunity to inform the 
public at large the comprehensive NSDAR pro­ 
gram — in the fields of historic preserva­ 
tion, promotion of education and patriotic en­ 
deavor — which has been steadfastly and con­ 
scientiously 
maintained 
and 
supported for 
more than 72 years. We are proud of this 
record and feel it speaks for itself. 
“ So far as the term ‘politicking* is concerned, 
I am surprised at its use and am at something 
of a loss to know just what is meant, inasmuch 
as the National Society maintains no lobby at 
national, state, or local government levels, 
contributes to no political party or candidates 
in any 
way, initiates no legislation, and does 
not — as do a number of organizations — even 
in its own internal setup have any legislative 
chairmen. Yes, the DAR, being interested in 
the preservation and maintenance of our con­ 
stitutional Republic, does urge its members as 
individual good American citizens to be in­ 
formed and to exercise the privilege of the 
franchise and vote, but how one votes is entire­ 
ly up to the individual.’* 
In discussing the “tax-free” inference, Mrs. 
Duncan cited several factors. She explained: 
“ Aside from the fact that the DAR 
was not 
organized and has never been operated for 
profit, for the past 30 years its privately 
owned auditorium has been made available 
on an at-cost basis -- when no other or 
Similar facility was available — for the further­ 
ance, of cultural and educational pursuits in 
the Nation’I Capital. On this the NSDAR pays 
business taxes to the District of Columbia; 
last year these ran over $20,000. This year 
they will run more. 
“As respects patriotic endeavor, the taking 
of stands and passing of resolutions, the re ­ 
cent newspaper-carried statement assigning 
political motivation to the activities of the 
NSDaR, on national and international problems, 
is misleading,” Mrs. Duncan said. 
The DAR was founded in 1890 and five years 
later was chartered by the Congress of the 
United States for historic, educational, and 
patriotic purposes. 
“ It always has been and remains today just 
such an organization,” the President declared. 
“ The national society through the years has 
patriotically 
supported 
and encouraged ap­ 
preciation of our American heritage and way 
of life where lie the fundamental principles 
and ideals that have given this nation and its 
people the greatest freedom, most justice, and 
the highest standard of living known to man. 
“ This has been the unwavering course of the 
NSDAR irrespective of changes in political 
administrations, whether in the executive or 
legislative branches of the federal government, 
or both. 
“ The DAR acts independently and takes its 
stand alone, without affiliation or identity with 
jmy other organization. Further, whether one 
agrees with DAR stands or not, it is note­ 
worthy that not once - never - in the course 
bf its existence has it ever passed a reso­ 
lution asking anything for itself - no special 
bonsideration, favor of any kind, grant or 
feudsidy.” 


I What has the DAR accomplished over the 
years? The record reveals that annual DAR 
Contributions to schools total approximately 
$200,000 a year, exclusive of the incalculable 
amount given to students through loans and 
Scholarships irrespective of race, color, or 
creed. DAR assistance in 1963 to American 
Indians is in excess of $34,000. The organiza­ 
tion owns and operates two schools in South 
Carolina and Alabama - investments of more 
than $2 million. 
♦ 
♦ 
: In addition, the DAR assists immigrants and 
jiuturalized citizens. Over the years, it has 
provided free copies of its textbook of instruc­ 
tions to prepare new citizens for citizenship 
tests. To date, more than 9 million have been 
distributed free of charge. 
The DAR has placed great emphasis on its 
work with youth. Its activities consist of nation­ 
wide programs promoting good citizenship, 
Wadership, dependability, and service. 
• The DAR has marked, restored and main­ 
lin ed many 
landmarks of importance. It 
Constructed and gave to the Valley Forge 
Foundation the famous Memorial Bell Tower 
bi Pennsylvania at a cost of more than $400,000. 


At its national headquarters in Washington, 
the DAR maintains a genealogical and historic 
research library, and an American museum. 
Included in the long and impressive record 
of public service by the DAR is its Hospital 
Corps. Organized in April of 1898 to recruit 
nurses for service during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, it became the nucleus of the Army 
Nurse Corps. For those nurses whose ser­ 
vices were not long enough to quality for gov­ 
ernment pensions, the DAR provided pcncions. 
During World War I, cash and gifts from DAR 
members totaled close to $4 million. In addi­ 
tion, they rendered aid to French war orphans 
and restored the water system in a French 
village. The DAR purchased more than $130 
million in war bonds. 
During World War II, the organization pur­ 
chased bonds in excess of $206 million; gave 
almost $1.3 million in projects and another 
$1.3 million to the American Red Cross. 
DAR aid to American Indians is coordinated 
through the American Indians Committee. More 
than $100,000 was given last year for scholar­ 
ships and clothing. 
One DAR committee promotes 
citizenship 
training and study of American Government 
and 
institutions. 
Through this committee, 
thousands of aliens receive help in preparing 
for naturalization examinations. In every state 
in the nation and in the District of Columbia, 
the DAR committee members give their time 
and means in teaching classes. The DAR be­ 
lieves that Americanism is best fostered by 
friendship between aliens and citizens and by 
inculcating the ideals of our country in the 
hearts and minds of those who have made this 
country 
their choice. DAR interest does not 
cease after their students become citizens. 
Members visit new citizens, take them to 
churches, libraries, historical places, and as­ 
sist them in registering and voting. 
In 1913, the DAR founded the Americaniza­ 
tion School in Washington, D. C. It is the 
only school of its kind in the United States, 
and by an act of Congress was incorporated 
into the District of Columbia school system 
in 1919. Approximately 1,500 students from 
80 nations attend. 
Of special significance is their Children of 
American Revolution Committee which has a 
membership of more than 18,000. Its pur­ 
pose is to secure perception and adoption of 
those principles and institutions for which 
their ancestors fought and died. 
Members of the Conservation Committee plant 
shrubs, trees, and flowers in public places. 
Its Good Citizens Committee presents a cer­ 
tificate and pin to the winner in each senior 
high school Good Citizen Contest, a $100 U.S. 
Saving Bond and pin to each State Good Citizen, 
and a $1,000 scholarship to the National DAR 
Good Citizen. 
We submit that a study of the activities of 
the DAR shows that the organization actively 
promotes Americanism and renders unselfish 
service to both young and old.

WASHINGTON — Sen. B arry 
Coldwater

prisingly friendly personal le t­ 
te r to the man he so recently 
called 
“ Yo-Yo 
M cNamara” 
and bitterly blamed for “ Mc­ 
N am ara’s W ar” in South Viet­ 
nam. 
In the letter, Coldwater differs 
with his fellow re s e rv is t sen a­ 
to rs who 
have 
been blasting 
McNamara, and supports him 
in closing down surplus m ili­ 
tary bases and 
merging the 
Ready R eserve with the National 
Guard. 
“ I find myself in agreem ent 
with you and I believe it only 
fa ir to tell 
you so,” wrote 
Coldwater to the man he called

This is all the m ore astonish­ 
ing since Coldwater, a Major 
General in the Ready R eserve, 
form erly commanded the Elite,

N am ara is now stopping. 
Yet Coldwater is taking a dif­ 
ferent attitude than most other 
VIP R eserv ists who have been 
squawking about 
losing their

te r to McNamara, dictated four 
days before it was finally tvped 
up, was mailed exactly as it 
came off Goldwater’s tongue, 
poor syntax and all.

Cuban fighters when they talk 
of C hristm as at home and the 
youngsters left on the agonized 
island. 
It is a blackboard with an even 
d ark er soul who now distributes 
toys 
at C hristm as, 
say 
the 
exiles who slip in and out of 
their form er homeland. Black­ 
board rations toys for even the 
sm allest tot. And figs, and fruits 
and m eats and polio and even 
tomatoes and lettuce and rad­ 
ishes for the Yuletide “ feast” 
in the once gay land. 
Hunger is easy to take, but 
not the yearning of the chil­ 
dren. The 
youngsters all were 
prom ised toys by the Internal 
Trade 
M inistry. 
Its 
Deputy 
M inister 
for 
Manufactured 
Products Roberto liberian, re ­ 
cently announced the opening of 
120 pilot stores throughout Cuba 
so parents could come and buy 
their C hristm as gifts. But the 
sto res were open only part of 
the evening and 
p a rt ol the 
morning. 
The 
stock in 
these official 
em porium s included gifts for 
the elders as well as the kids. 
The inventories were divided 
into three 
categories; 
Toys, 
rationed elec tric domestic a rti­ 
cles, and articles of China and 
light hardw are. 
But first, gift eligibility had to 
i)e established in C astro ’s new 
classless society. There were 
toys and toys. The desirable 
ones w ere rationed. Those went 
only to children under 13. All 
toys were separated into two 
groups. 
Those costing 
three 
pesos or less. And those costing 
m ore — which only the party 
elite could afford. 
Only 
imported toys 
costing 
less than 30 centavos went un­ 
rationed. By the hard rule of 
international exchange 30 cen­ 
tavos are but a few pennies, if 
that. 
There 
was 
also a category 
called nationally produced toys, 
much of which was rationed. 
Each child eligible to receive 
toys 
could be given one toy 
costing three pesos o r more 
and two toys costing less than 
three pesos. 
Typical of the rationing was 
the rule that only one 24-inch 
bicycle could be purchased by 
one family, reg ardless of the 
number of children. 
To be eligible for anything 
more than the most lamentable 
plastics, the children had to be 
youngsters of families who have 


w orkers meeting the high spec< 
production quotas, or who ar< 
in the party hierarchy o r wh< 
have turned in suspect neigh­ 
bo rs. 
The form er system of num­ 
be rs which provided “ tu rn s’ 
at the counters was wiped ou 
by edict. An official directive 
elim inated 
“ lines” 
at store 
doors. T here was no first come 
first served. Only those whc 
serve the Communist state were 
eligible, no matter how man] 
children they have. 
Blackheart! has l>een no kind­ 
e r with the adults. The Interna 
Trade 
Ministry boasted tha 
there would be ample ele c tra 
dom estic articles— irons, fans 
beaters, radios, record play 
e rs , stoves, p ressu re cooker; 
and sewing machines. But th* 
rush to buy them was stemmet 
by 
a decree which said tha 
only those who had not p u r­ 
chased one of these product; 
last year could buy them thi; 
year. 
However, there w ere availabh 
this year some things the Cu­ 
ban m arket did not have Iasi 
year; 
chinaware, dinnersets, 
coffee sets, silverw are, chil­ 
d ren ’s silverw are, and kitchen­ 
w are sets of six pieces. Eacl 
family unit was perm itted tc 
buy “ one each of all these arti< 
d e s . ” 
But there was no rush to buy, 
Of what use are these? T hen 
is little food for family dinner; 
to be placed on such finery. A 
sewing 
machine, 
an electric 
iron 
o r 
stove, 
yes. Empt] 
plates, no. 
True that, beginning last Dec 
15, 
certain 
foodstuffs were 
placed on sale. There was Span­ 
ish cider, and nougats, an ex­ 
tra half-pound of olive oil per 
person, an extra pound of rice 
p er person, an extra pound ol 
black beans per person unless 
one lives in central and middle 
Oriente province. Then one got 
red beans. 
F o r the holiday, fam ilies o 
two persons were perm itted : 
quarter pound of Spanish nuts 
Or there was available a half- 
pound of Argentine figs, and a 
q u arter pound national or im ­ 
ported 
cheese 
per person. 
There was wine from Algeria, 
Bulgaria and Spain. T here also 
was a quota; one bottle for a 
family of two, two bottles for 
fam ilies of four and three bot­ 
tles for families of six and sev­ 
en. 
But, say the homesick exiles 
what will even this m eager wine 
wash down. There is virtually 
no meat o r chicken. 
T here is only hunger and the 
blackboards.

building Saturday night. 
M. Graham Clark, school pres­

WASHINGTON, a C. — Four 
out of ten eligible adults did 
not bother to vote for President 
last November and of those who 
did vote, 39 percent supported 
the loser. Nevertheless, every 
taxpayer will help pay for the 
inauguration of Lyndon B. John­ 
son on January 20. 
How much it will cost is im­ 
possible to assess but the bill 
must run into the millions. 
Countless Americans watching 
on television may be thrilled 
as they watch military units 
parade across their screen but 
their enthusiasm might be re­ 
duced if they knew how many 
of their tax dollars went into 
every footstep. 
Presidential inaugurations are 
a combination of a ceremonial 
event of historic importance and 
a Roman holiday unworthy of a 
modern nation. It is a wonder 
that taxpayers have not rebelled 
against footing the bill. It is 
also a wonder that tradition- 
breaker Lyndon Johnson has not 
done anything about it. 
For those who do not recall 
the quadrennial nonsense, here 
is what will happen on January 
20 
— 
subject only to such 
changes as winter weather may 
necessitate. And what happened 
four years ago, due to a major 
snowfall on Inaugural Eve, is 
well remembered by a lot of 
people. 
(Your correspondent is one of 
those with unfond memories of 
the I960 Inauguration. He spent 
an hour and a half trying to 
drive 10 blocks in the Inaugural 
Eve snowstorm, finally aban­ 
doned his car in a snowdrift, 
walked two blocks to his des­ 
tination, and spent the night on 
an office couch.) 
But it may not snow this time 
and whether it does or not, the 
President will journey up Pen­ 
nsylvania Avenue in his limou­ 
sine for a noon ceremony 
at 
the Capitol. Enroute he will be 
applauded by crowds four or 
five deep at the curbs, many of 
whom have been waiting since 
dawn to pay their homage. 
BLEACHER SEATS COST $15 
The more affluent on the cere­ 
monial route will have bleacher 
seats, costing up to $15. Since 
mid-December these bleachers 
have been sitting idle, waiting 
for their single-day use. 
Of 
course, you and I paid for the 
labor to erect them and we will 
pay for their destruction after 
January 20. 
When the President gets to the 
, Cae^ob there will be a con- 
jfcfldM fie delay while he shakes 
a zillion hands, but in due course 
he will be out in the weather 
again, 
on 
a specially - con­ 
structed platform on the East 
Front of the Capitol. A 
few 
thousand VIPs, in specially - 
constructed 
stands 
costing 
about $184,000, will be able to 
see him and the dignitaries 
with him, but those watching on 
TV will have the best view. 
After the President takes his 
oath, he will retire to the Capitol 
to 
get warm and to shake 
some hands he may have missed 
before. Probably he will tarry 
for lunch at the Capitol, with 
> TV cameras also in attendance. 
Meanwhile the parade will be 
' forming and the President will 
lead it. The return to the White 
House, a trip of about 20 blocks, 
will be accomplished at snail’s 
pace. When he gets back home, 
LBJ will review the rest of the 
parade for hours on end. His 
vantage point will be a specially 
built pavilllon on the White 
House lawn, featuring wall - to- 
wall carpeting, bullet - proof 
glass and ipfra-red heat. 
REVIEWING STAND TO COST 
_________$246.000_____________ 


The pavillion and accompany­ 
ing stands for cameramen and 
reporters will cost $246,000 
to build and remove. The stands 
along Pennsylvania Avenue will 
require 1.3 million board feet 
of lumber — enough to build 
30 three-bedroom houses. The 
lumber has been sold for sal­ 
vage in advance. 
The managers of this year’s 
Inauguration have taken an oath 
that the parade will not last 
half the night, as usual. They 
expect to have it over by day­ 
light’s end. Don’t bet on it, if 
you 
believe 
the 
past fore­ 
shadows the future. Some people 
put in a 16-hour day on the curb 
last time. 
Of course, the Inauguration it­ 
self is merely the culmination 
of festivities begun days ear­ 
lier. Hotels require four- day 
reservations, paid in advance 
and 
non - cancelable, and 
of course the best addresses 
have had no space for rent for 
many weeks. 
On Inaugural Eve, there will 
be balls in at least three lead­ 
ing hotels and one armory. All 
are official, and all will be 
visited by Johnson and Vice 
President - elect Hubert H. 
Humphrey. These affairs are 
supposed to pay for themselves 
through the tickets sold to the 
party faithful. There will be 
three bands at each ball, one 
a service unit supported by 
tax dollars. 
ACT IS OVERPLAYED 
An efficiency expert would say 
all this is extravagance, and he 
would be right. 
This nation 
should see that its President is 
properly installed in office. But 
the act is overplayed now and 
has been for decades. One of 
these days a courageous Pres­ 
ident will do away with all the 
nonsense. 
He will go to the Capitol and 
take his oath of office in the 
House chamber, in front of 
members of Congress and the 
Supreme Court only. He will be 
inside, 
out 
of the 
winter 
weather. The nation can watch 
on TV and read about it in the 
press. The ceremonies won’t 
last over 30 minutes. 
There won’t be three days of 
partying before hand because 
the President won’t stand for it. 
There won’t be a Pennsylvania 
Avenue parade in the dead of 
winter. It won’t m atter whether 
or not it snows or the tempera­ 
ture is sub-freezing. The Army, 
Navy, Marines and Coast Guard 
can go about their business in­ 
stead of parading. 
The Secret Service need only 
worry about a non-ceremonial 
trip by the President to and from 
the Capitol, without thousands 
of 
people 
lining the curbs. 
Countless hours 
spent safe­ 
guarding the hotels the Presi­ 
dent will visit on Inaugural Eve 
will 
be eliminated, 
because 
there will be no balls, no gala— 
nothing except a simple swear­ 
ing-in ceremony, best seen on 
video, 
in the newsreels, or 
read about in the press.

(Your correspondent is one of 
those with unfond memories of 
the 1960 Inauguration.

Dope Addicts “kick- ” Habit 


Capricious Tides 
In Atmosphere 
Affect Weather 


MONTREAL, Quebec (AP)~ 
New evidence was reported to­ 
day that capricious tides in the 
atmosphere -- caused by the 
same moon 
and sun which 
produce oceanic tides -- may 
affect the world’s weather. 
A U. S. Weather Bureau scien­ 
tist who reported this indicated 
that whereas high tide at the 
beach is the best time for sea­ 
side fun, high tide in the wide 
blue yonder may be a good 
tim e to get out your umbrella. 
Meteorologist Glenn W. Brier 
told about it in a report to the 
131st meeting of the American 
Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Science. He amplified 
his report at a news conference 
and said an examination of U.S. 
weather records for more than 
60 years was involved. 
He and meteorologist Max A. 
Woodbury' of New York Univer­ 
sity, who collaborated on some 
of the research, stressed that 
their concept — even if proved 
-- could not reliably forecast 
day - to -day rainfall. 
They voiced confidence, how­ 
ever, that their reasoning is 
sound and said the theory could 
offer a means of forecasting 
periods of exceptionally heavy 
rainfall, at least in the United 
States.

ST. LOUIS v.AP) — Anorganu 
zation peppered with former 
underworld figures and with a 
name coined by a be-fuddled 
dope addict has opened a Mid­ 
west headquarters in St. Louis 
and is attracting junkies with 
promises of help. 
“ We hope to take 1,000 nar* 
cotics users out of theSt. Louis 
area alone before too long,” 
says Frank Lago, 34, a former 
dope user and procurer who is 
a zealous field worker for Syn- 
anon. The organization works at 
curing drug addicts much like 
Alcoholics Anonymous a i d s 
drinkers. 
“ I literally crawled toSynanon 
on my hands and knees, weep­ 
ing,” says Mrs. Connie Clark, 
27-year-old fashion model and 
off-Broadway 
actress. “ That 
was two and a half years ago. 
My arm s were a mass of needle 
marks and I was covered with 
cigarette burns—dirty and ill- 
kempt. I was a mess.” 
“ It’s something that works,” 
says 
Charles 
Dederich, 50- 
year-old founder of Synanon. 
“ We’ve got the largest number 
of abstaining dope addicts in 
the world.” 
“ Synanon 
Houses” are lo­ 
cated in California, Nevada and 
Connecticut — near New York 
City. In these centers, drug ad­ 
dicts who have kicked their hab­ 
it through a sort of group ther­ 
apy aid others in doing so. 
TTie word “ Synanon” means 
nothing; it was coined by a 
dazed drug addict. 
Although no Synanon House is 
planned 
immediately 
for St. 
Louis — the $200,000 
yearly 
operating cost is prohibitive — 
the headquarters herewill shut­ 
tle Midwest addicts to other 
houses for treatment. 
“ We’ll be offering immediate 
help to junkies in the St. Louis 
area who want it,” says Lago, 
who 
served 
four 
terms 
in 
Federal prisons on narcotics 
convictions. “ We’ll see that 
they get to one of our houses.” 
St. Louis police files show 
about 700 heavy narcotics users 
in the area, and officers believe 
as many as 2,000 othersaread- 
dieted to some degree. 
“ There are probably closer tO • 
10,000 people in this part of the 
country on the stuff,” L a g o 
says. 
Drug addiction is far more dif­ 
ficult to escape than alcohol­ 
ism, so the Synanon people 
live together while undergoing 
treatment. 
Dope is withdrawn immediate­ 


ly, there is no medical treat­ 
ment and the Synanon method 
has three stages. 
“ F irst,” says Lago, “aguyor 
gal really has to want to kick 
the habit. We make sure of that. 
Then we give them some Mickey 
Mouse job—like sweeping, mop­ 
ping or washing dishes. 
“ Pretty soon — usually after 
two, no more than four days— 
the user has gone through with­ 
drawal symptoms and begins to 
adjust 
to 
his 
surroundings. 
’Cold turkey’ withdrawal else­ 
where takes weeks. 
“ Later, the one-time addict 
gets a job on the outside but 
continue to live in our centers. 
We make certain they get no 
dope.” 
The final stage, Lago says, 
sends the narcotics user out 
into the world to cope with the 
problems that caused him to 
go on drugs. 
The addict initially is taken as 
far as possible from his former 
surroundings, mainly because 
he knows the easy way to get 
dope there. 
Synanon claims almost 50 per 
cent success in its re-habilita- 
tion program. This compares 
with 3 per cent record at the 
Federal Hospital for Drug Ad­ 
dicts in Lexington, Ky. 
“ Lexington costs the govern­ 
ment about $35 a day per per­ 
son,” says Stan Burney, Synan- 
on’s 
national director. “ The 
cost at Synanon houses is only 
$3 a day — less than one-tenth 
the government’s cost.” 
Synanon really works, says 
M rs. Clark, who married an­ 
other addict in one of the organ­ 
ization’s West Coast houses. 
“ I believe Synanon has literal­ 
ly saved my life,” she says. 
“ I’d be dead by now, one way 
or the other, if I hadn’t gone 
there for help.” 
The group has a unit at th< 
Nevada state penitentiary and 
Synanon people say this lias 
been one of their most success­ 
ful experiments. 
“ We’d like to see the same 
thing started in other penitenti­ 
aries,” says Lago. 
Dederich started the organiza­ 
tion in 1958 at Santa Monica, 
Calif. 
“ I was an alcoholic, not a 
dope addict,” Dederich says. 
“ We feel a drug addict is a 
child and must learn to grow up. 
As he grows up in Synanon, he 
is 
given 
more responsibili­ 
ties—and a new life.”

available. 
Cooperative loans 
are expected to average about 
$25,000, and the borrowers may 
take up to 30 years for repay­ 
ment. 
The new loan service will l)e 
administered by the much-ex­ 
perienced Farm ers Home Ad­ 
ministration, under authority 
delegated from the Office 
of 
Economic Opportunity, the co­ 
ordinating office of President 
Johnson’s War on Poverty.

ST. LOUIS (.AP) — Anorganic 
zation peppered with form er 
underworld figures and with a 
name coined by a be-fuddled 
dope addict lias opened a Mid- 
west headquarters iii St. Louis 
and is attracting junkies with 
p ro m ises of help. 
“ We hope to take 1,000 liar* 
cotics u sers out of theSt. Louis 
a rea alone before too long,” 
says Frank Lago, 34, a fo rm er 
dope user and p ro c u rer who is 
a zealous field worker for Syn- 
anon. The organization works at 
curing drug addicts much like 
Alcoholics Anonymous a i d s 
drinkers. 
“ I literally crawled to Synanon 
on my hands and knees, weep­ 
ing,” says M rs. Connie Clark, 
27-year-old fashion model and 
off-Broadway 
a c tr e s s . “ That 
was two and a half years ago. 
My a rm s w ere a m ass of needle 
m arks and I was covered with 
cigarette burns—dirty and ill- 
kempt. I was a m ess.” 
“ It's something that w orks,” 
says 
C harles 
Dederich, 
50- 
year-old founder of Synanon. 
“ We've got tile largest number 
of abstaining dope addicts in 
the world.” 
“ Synanon 
Houses” a re lo­ 
cated in California, Nevada and 
Connecticut — near New York 
City. In these centers, drug ad­ 
dicts who have kicked their hab­ 
it through a sort of group th er­ 
apy aid others in doing so. 
The word “ Synanon” means 
nothing; 
it 
was coined by a 
dazed drug addict. 
Although no Synanon House is 
planned 
immediately 
for St. 
Louis — the $200,000 
yearly 
operating cost is prohibitive — 
the headquarters h erew ill shut­ 
tle 
Midwest addicts to other 
houses for treatm ent. 
“ We’ll be offering immediate 
help to junkies in the St. Louis 
a rea who want it,” says Lago, 
who 
served 
four 
te rm s 
iii 
F ederal prisons on narcotics 
convictions. 
“ We'll 
see that 
they get to one of our houses.” 
St. Louis police files show' 
about 700 heavy narcotics u se rs 
in the a rea, and officers believe 
a s many as 2,000 o th e r s a re a d - 
dicted to some degree. 
“ There a re probably clo ser tb 1 
10,000 people in this part of the 
country on the stuff,” L a g o 
says. 
Drug addiction is far m ore dif­ 
ficult to escape than alcohol­ 
ism , 
so the Synanon 
people 
live together while undergoing 
treatm ent. 
Dope is withdrawn im m ediate-

ly, there is no medical tr e a t­ 
ment and the Synanon method 
has three stages. 
“ F ir s t,” says Lago, “ a g u y o r 
gal really has to want to kick 
the habit. We make su re of that. 
Then we give them some Mickey 
Mouse job—like sweeping, mop­ 
ping or washing dishes. 
“ Pretty soon — usually after 
two, no more than four days— 
the u se r has gone through with­ 
drawal symptoms and begins to 
adjust 
to 
his 
surroundings. 
’Cold turkey' withdrawal else­ 
w here takes weeks. 
“ L ater, the one-time addict 
gets a job on the outside but 
continue to live iii our cen ters. 
We make certain they get no 
dope.” 
Hie final stage, Lago says, 
sends the narcotics u ser out 
into the world to cope with tile 
problem s that caused him to 
go on drugs. 
The addict initially is taken a s 
far as possible from bis fo rm er 
surroundings, mainly because 
he knows the easy way to get 
dope there. 
Synanon claim s alm ost 50per 
cent success in its re-habilita- 
tion program . This com pares 
with 3 per cent record at the 
Federal Hospital for Drug Ad­ 
dicts in Lexington, Ky. 
“ Lexington costs the govern­ 
ment about $35 a day p er p e r­ 
so n ,'’ says Stun Burney, Synan- 
oil’s 
national director. “ Hie 
cost at Synanon houses is only 
$3 a day — less than one-tenth 
the governm ent’s c o s t.'’ 
Synanon really works, .says 
M rs. Clark, who m arried an­ 
other addict in one of the organ­ 
ization's West Coast houses. 
“ I believe Synanon has lite ra l­ 
ly saved my life,” she says. 
“ I'd be dead by now, one way 
o r the other, if I hadn't gone 
there for help.” 
Tile group lias a unit at the 
Nevada state penitentiary and 
Synanon people 
say this has 
been one of their most su c cess­ 
ful experim ents. 
“ We'd like to see the sam e 
thing started in other penitenti­ 
a r i e s ,” says Lago. 
Dederich started tile organiza­ 
tion in 1958 at Santa Monica, 
Calif. 
“ I was an alcoholic, not a 
dope addict,” Dederich says. 
“ We feel a drug addict is a 
child and must learn to grow up. 
As lie grows up in Synanon, he 
is 
given 
m ore 
responsibili­ 
tie s —and a new life.”

AP Business Analyst Talks 
About Prospects for 1965 


NEW YORK (AP) — This 
year has been so good that fears 
a re felt in many quarters that 
next year may seem like a let­ 
down because the public is in­ 
clined to expect too much of it. 
The 
federal adm inistration 
reportedly 
is 
getting plans 
ready for any such slump in 
confidence — plans to stim ulate 
the economy with more tax cuts 
or greater spending if the pace 
falters when com pared to this 
y ear's fast growth. 
Almost all econom ists in and 
out of government agree, how­ 
ever, that the first few months 
of 1965 will be even more boun­ 
tiful than the final ones of 1964. 
They cite the special incidents 
that held back the economy in 
the autumn, particularly the 
auto strikes. And they cite spe­ 
cial 
reasons 
the first few 
months of 1965 will be more ac­ 
tive than they normally would 
— such as pent-up demand for 
autos due to the short supply in 
the closing weeks of 1964, and 
fear that labor trouble in steel 
could cut off metal shipments in 
May. 
After that — th e re 's the rub. 
And that's one reason econo­ 
m ists are varying so widely just 
now 
in their predictions for 
1965 as a whole. 
Any letdown after these spe­ 
cial stim ulants a re withdrawn 
might make both businessmen 
and consum ers nervous. If the 
fast growth rate of the economy 
in 1964 — now put at around 7 
per cent —slows down percepti­ 
bly in late spring, business 
could pull in its horns, consum­ 
e rs might w orry and postpone 
some purchases. 


There are other hazards that 
econom ists see ahead, without 
being sure that real cures are in 
sight. 
The labor force will grow rap. 
idly next year. Much of the 
growth will be from youths un­ 
trained for the jobs mechanized 
industry 
offers. 
The 
great 
hopes now being expressed, that 
the economy will grow fast 
enough to absorb all the new­ 
com ers seeking jobs, may be 
dashed. And the public is no­ 
torious for changing quickly 
from too much confidence to 
too much caution. 
Inflation isn't a problem now 
and seem s unlikely to be in the 
months just ahead. But beyond 
that a number of economists are 
far from reassured.

The governm ent's announce­ 
ment Tuesday stirred specula­ 
tion of a com m ercial sequel, 
even though Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara said there 
were no thoughts along that 
line.

terest, citing the many " ifs " 
involved on operating costs and 
purchase price. 
Selig Altschul, an aviation 
financial consultant, said if a 
com m ercial 
version met se­ 
vere 
demands 
of 
economic 
operation, it probably would 
open the way for sizable fare 
cuts and result in a "g reat 
stim ulation" of travel, chief­ 
ly to Europe. 
"But there would be offsets to 
economies of size, he added. 
"G reat im provem ents would be 
required by such a huge plane 
in ground handling facilities.

heavy demands on fe.cilities for 
food service, baggage handling, 
sanitation, boarding and ticket­ 
ing that today's airports are not 
equipped to cope with.

WASHINGTON — The con­ 
tempt citation against the two 
Strike For Peace ladies for re­ 
fusing to testify at a closed- 
door 
secret 
hearing 
of the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee was based on a law 
passed in 1857. It was aimed 
at forcing several House mem­ 
bers accused of bribery to ap­ 
pear before a special investi­ 
gating committee. 
The congressmen in 1857 had 
refused 
to 
testify, and col­ 
leagues wanted to air the scan­ 
dal to protect the integrity of 
the Congress. However, the 108- 
year-old 
statute 
has always 
been controversial and slightly 
suspect. 
Possibly it is even 
more so as it applies now to 
Mrs. Dagmar Wilson and Mrs. 
Donna Allen, the “ Peace” lead­ 
ers who offered to testify at 
public 
hearings 
but claimed 
they would be put under an 
unfair onus of guilt by a secret 
hearing. 
Hostile 
committee 
members, they argued, could 
give the press a one-sided ver­ 
sion of their testimony. 
Nonetheless, 
Speaker John 
McCormack felt that he was 
< ompelled to certify the. con­ 
tempt citation against Mrs. Wil­ 
son and Mrs. Allen to a Grand 
Jury 
after the 
citation 
was 
signed by a majority of mem­ 
bers of the Un-American Ac­ 
tivities Committee, including 
Chairman Edwin E. Willis, of 
Louisiana. 
During the 1857 Senate de- 
kite on the law, Sen. John P. 
Hale of New Hampshire charged 
that it overrode the Constitu­ 
tion and conflicted with the 
Fifth Amendment. Later, in the 
Frankfeld Case the Supreme 
Court chided Congress for leav­ 
ing the Speaker or the Presi­ 
dent of the Senate no discre­ 
tion in moving foi Grand Jury 
action against balky witnesses 
before a committee. 
In a legal brief on the Wil- 
son-Allen Case,

ports somewhat less than last 
year. The domestic allotment 
program did not curtail pro­ 
duction enough, mainly due to 
the late date of enactment of 
the law, the Committee said.
